Britain’s Population Grows 

Increase In England and Wales Two 
Million Every Decade 

The census figures bring home 
and emphasize a fact that underlies 
and conditions every one of our 
cial and political problems. 

The population of England and 
Wales is 40,000,000, as near as may 
(Vdd the figure previously given 
for Scotland, just under 5,000,000, and 
we get a total population of 45,000,- 
000 for Great Britain. 

The number of pSople in England 
and Wales is increasing at the rate 
of 2,000,000 every decade. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century it was only 9,000,000. At the 
beginning of Queen Victoria’s reign 
it was only 15,000,000. At the time of 
her diamond jubilee it was only 30,- 
000,000. 

Were the .present rate of increase 
to continue, England and Wales in 
the year 2031 would be something 
like 80,000,000. The density of pop¬ 
ulation, already greater than that of I 
any other country, would be 1,300 to 
the square mile, which, failing someI 
unparalleled technological revolution, I 
vould be beyond the capacity of any 
country to maintain.

Both Premiums and 

Losses Much Lower | 

Marked Drop Shown In Business Of 
Hall Insurance Companies 

Business done by th 53 line hall 
insurance companies operating in 
western Canada in 1931, amounted 
to only about one-sixth of the 1930 
total, both the income and losses of 
the companies being reduced to this 
proportion of the previous year’s 
business. 

Net losses amounted to $403,051 In 
1931, as against losses of $2,651,326 
, la^t year. This represents a saving 
of $2,248,275 in 1931 from the 1930 
figure. 

At the same time the gross pre- 
i miums in the three prairie provinces 
dropped from $2,965,389 last year to 
$431,120 in 1931. Accordingly the 
gross income of the companies de¬ 
creased by $2,525,269 during the pres¬ 
ent year. 

These conclusions were to be drawn 
from figures supplied to The Regina 
Leader-Post by H. H. Campkln, secre¬ 
tary of the Canadian Hail Under¬ 
writers’ Association. 

Alberta had suffered particularly 
j heavy losses in proportion to the pre¬ 
miums paid for the past few years, 
Mr. Campkln indicated. 

■ “From the repeated disastrous ex¬ 
perience in the province of Alberta, 

[ many of the companies are seriously 
considering withdrawing from that 
province or from the hail insurance 
business entirely,” he said. “Three 
companies in business since 1916 have 
! already signified their intention to 
j discontinue writing this class of insur- 
1 ance.” 

Of the 53 companies whose pre- 
miums and losses were represented 
in the figures he said, 36 were now 
'writing in Alberta, 51 in Saskatch¬ 
ewan and 46 in Manitoba.

Sound administration of local affairs demands that men 
of mature judgment be retained on our representative 
bodies. People should calmly scrutinize the records of 
would-be representatives on our councils and school boards, 
and not be carried away by sectional or emotional appeals, 
Half-baked resolutions are dangerous, and are proposed 
without thought as to their probable results. More noise 
is often made by a number who are without voters’ rights 
in local affairs than by those who are paying the taxes. 
Loyal citizens should be ever on their guard against sinister 
and alien influences which would tear down and have noth¬ 
ing of a constructive nature in their plans, except to ad¬ 
vance their selfish ambitions and pet motives against in¬ 
dividuals.

Equipment To Be Installed In AD 
Machines On Prairie Route 

All 'planes on the prairie airmail 
routes are to be radio equipped, it was 
learned in an interview with Roy 
Brown, superintendent of the western 
division, Canadian Airways, following 
his arrival from Moose Jaw to attend 
a conference with the Regina air 
hoard.

Government 
Trying Great Scheme 


Will Attempt To Wash Salt From 
Miles Of Barren Land 

A Manchester firm has received an 
order for two hundred thousand 
pounds sterling worth of machinery 
and control gear from the Egyptian 
Government to be used for one of the 
greatest draining schemes ever at¬ 
tempted. More than two thousand 
square miles of barren land in the 
Nile Delta are to be washed. The soil 
is full of salt, and fresh water Is to 
be carried over it In a network of 
canals which will make artificial 
floods. As the water drains through 
the soil it will dissolve the salt and 
carry it ofT to special drains. In fif¬ 
teen electric pumping stations, sixty- 
eight British pumps will lift the salt 
to sea-level and pour it into the Med¬ 
iterranean and into three lakes not 
far away. Three power stations will 
provide the current, and there will be 
outdoor sub-stations at each pumping 
centre where giant transformers will 
convert the current to the smaller 
pressures required.
